Even through the spread of HIN1 
has forced some area school clos- 
ings as the number of people infect- 
ed by the virus becomes wide- 
spread, regional Health Department 
officials ‘are urging people to get 
vaccinated to prevent the further 
spread. of illness, 

Dr. James Wilson, medical .direc- 


tor for District Health Department 
#10, said medical officials are com- 
bating the spread of HINI (swine 
flu) by urging people to wash their 
hands and practice good. hygiene, 
vaccinating people as vaccine is 
available and treating people with 
antivirals if they do show flu-like 
symptoms. 

Wilson said the spread of HIN1 
virus, which started in the southern 


United States, is now widespread 
across Michigan, which became evi- 
dent by multiple school closures in 
the region. 

To estimate the level of flu activi- 
ty in the region, District Health 
Department#10 depends on reports 
received from schools, hospitals, 
laboratories and health care 
providers. The numbers are’only a 
general indication of local flu activ- 


ity and do not provide exact counts 
of cases. Health officials stressed 
that not all persons with flu symp- 
toms are ill enough to seek health 
care or notify schools of the reasons 
for absences, not all who seek health 
care are tested and not all who are 
tested are reported to the Health 
Department. 

“If a younger person gets the flu,

Wakefield said. ‘Without having that offi- 
cer out there, we're going to jump back 15 
years.” 

Kraycs, who was the first school liaison 
officer for Crawford County Sheriff's 
Office, said he has regular contact with par- 
ents who now have students in school, 
based on the rapport he developed while in 
the schools. 

Wakefield said he was a day away from 
hiring a new deputy to replace veteran 
Deputy Paul Smith, who is retiring on Oct. 
21. Smith has also served as school liaison 
officer. 

Now, Barnett is slated to go back into the 
toad patrol rotation if the county can't find 
funding to keep the school liaison officer. 

The county board, last. week, voted to 
take up the issue again at its Wednesday, 
Nov. 18 meeting 

-Not having funding- from the schools 
means the county would have to fund the 
position with its original commitment of 
$44,000 plus an additional $16,000 to cover 
the school's share of the salary.” 

Further complicating matters is if Bamett 
stays in the schools, an agreement would 
need to reached with the Police Officers 
Association Union representing Crawford 
County Sheriff's Deputy's Union.

A women known for car- 
ing for unwanted and stray 
cats and dogs, finding them 
homes and encouraging 
spaying and neutering to 
control the pet population 
in Crawford County was 
remembered by friends, 
family and county officials 
last week. 

Dixie Lobsinger, who 
served as director of the 


Animal Shelter of Crawford 


County for a dozen years, 
died on Thursday, Nov. 5. 
She was 57. 

Lobsinger established the 
Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County as a_ non-profit 
organization in 1991, after 
the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners deter- 
mined that they could not 
operate the shelter due to 
budget woes. Prior to that, 
Lobsinger served as an ani- 
mal control officer for 
Crawford County and over- 
saw operations of the shel- 


ter, which was located on- 


Crawford County Road 
Commission property since 
the early 1970s. 

“Dixie loved the animals 
because they didn't have 
anybody to take care of 
them,” said her husband, 
Dick Lobsinger. “That was 
her way to give back to the 
community and that was 
her passion.” 

Lobsinger stood up 
against the Crawford 
County Board when it came 
to developing an ordinance 
for dogs and did not believe 
that rules should be adopted 
to single out specific breeds 


such as pit bulls or other | 


dogs considered to be 


Vicious. 


Lobsinger also had her 
battles with others who 
attempted to interfere with 
the day-to-day operations 
of the shelter and focused 
her efforts on building a 
new Shelter in 2001. 

The Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County moved 
from the Crawford County 
Road Commission property 
to the Crawford County 
Fairgrounds in June 2007. 
The shelter is now called 
the AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter. 

“Dixie was instrumental 
in keeping the dogs and cats 
safe in Crawford County 
when there was no one 
there to care for them or 
could take them in,” said 
Sharon Priebe, president of 
the AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter Board of 
Directions. “She clearly 


could be considered the 


founder of the shelter and 


she was a lady that took the 


time to teach others to be 
good to their animals, She 
was one of a kind and we 
will all miss her.” 


Crawford = County 
Commissioner Shelley 
Pinkelman echoed those 
sentiments, 


“As far I am concerned, 
Dixie was a great asset to 
the county and the ani- 
mals,” Pinkelman said. “If 
it wasn't for her, I don't 
think the county would be 
where we are today with the 
animal shelter.” 


Lobsinger's efforts: 
reached far beyond 
Crawford County. 


In 2002, the animal shel- 
ter participated in their first 
Meet Your Best Friend at 
the Zoo, where pets were 
taken to the Detroit Zoo and 


‘ youth, She added 


made available for adop- 
tion. A total of 85 dogs and 
cats were adopted out or 
taken by a cat rescue at the 
first visit to the zoo. The 
shelter has taken part in the 


event each May and 
September ever since. 
An Animal Welfare 


Rally, held on the steps of 
the Michigan State Capitol 
in Lansing in 2004 grew out 
of the Meet Your Best 
Friend at the Zoo initiative. 
The rally, sponsored by the 


Michigan Humane Society, | 


the Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County, other 
humane societies, the 
Michigan Veterinary 
Medical Association and 
the State Bar of Michigan 
Animal Law Section, was 
held to educate state law- 
makers on animal. shelter 
issues and policies dealing 
with working with animal 
control officers. 

Mika Sumner, a regular 
shelter volunteer, said 
Lobsinger was on the fore- 
front of promoting the 
adoption of cats and dogs 
through Internet web sites 
such as Petfinder.com with 
the help of computer savvy 
that 
Lobsinger garried her edu- 
cational efforts into the 
Crawford AuSable Schools, 
teaching children how to 
properly care for their pets 
and how to prevent being 


bitten by animals. 


Sumner is considered 
part of Lobsinger's extend- 
ed family through relation- 
ships developed at the ani- 
mal shelter. 

“She just had big heart,” 


she said. “She didn't just — 


take in stray dogs and cats. 
She took in us kids and 


accepted us as family” 
-Lobsinger promoted the 
aggressive practice of spay- 
ing and neutering cats and 
dogs to cut down on the 
unwanted animal popula- 
tion as well as low-cost shot 
clinics to promote the over- 
all health of the area's pet 
population. In 2008, only 
three’dogs were euthanized 
due to untreatable condi- 
tions by licensed veterinari- 
ans off site from the shelter. 
No dogs were euthanized: 
due to aggressive behavior 
and no cats were eutha- 
nized as the shelter strived 
to meet is “guaranteed 
adoption” - no kill - policy 
to meet Michigan 


. Department of Agriculture 


and animal shelter stan- 
dards. 

Lobsinger. questioned 
why pet owners did not take 
advantage of spaying and 
neutering opportunities 
available in the community 
and state in a Feb. 5, 2005 
letter to the editor in the 
Crawford County 
Avalanche. Due to the fact 
that people did not take 
advantage of the spaying 
and neutering opportuni- 
ties, the 176 animal shelters 
and humane — societies 
across the state were forced 


to euthanize thousands of _ 


animals. 

- “T think they say our soci- 
ety places too little of a 
value on pets we promised 
to care for,’ Lobsinger said 
of the statistics of pets that 
are euthanized. 

Becausé of Lobsinger's 
passion for animals and 
their welfare, many people 
have had their lives 
enriched with the place- 
ment of loving pets.

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MAYBE IT’S because the num- 
ber of American military veterans 
grows each year, 

Maybe it’s because our war in 
Afghanistan challenges the record 
for continuous American military 


. combat - longer than World War 


I], longer than Vietnam. 

Maybe it’s because President 
Obama seems set to commit even 
more military. personnel to 
Afghanistan. 

Or maybe it’s just my perception 

. but it. seems to me that local 
communities and public media 
have paid more attention to 
Veterans Day this year than usual. 

Honoring those who have served 


our country in military service is - 


very good indeed. Community 
programs, detailed feature articles 
in newspapers and magazines, 
moving television and radio 
salutes to the sacrifices and feats 
of America’s military are all just 
and deserving. 

THE HISTORY OF Veterans 
Day has evolved with world 
events. 

Back in 1919, Armistice Day 
was established to hail the end of 
the bloody war which had 
enveloped much of Europe from 
1914-1918 and to honor American 
soldiers and sailors who had died

Sadly, Veterans Day is growing in significance 


in the hostilities. 

At the time, that war was known 
as “The War to End All Wars.” In 
ensuing years, to Americans it 
became the “World War.” Not until 
another worldwide war erupted in 
1939-45 did it become necessary 
to attach Roman numerals to our 
World Wars. 

The World War | armistice in 
1918 was timed deliberately to be 
‘formalized at the 11th hour of the 
J tth day of the 1 1th month. That’s 
the exact minute shooting was to 
cease, 

November 1 | ~ Armistice Day — 
‘on the first anniversary of the actu- 
al armistice was to be observed in 
the United States by suspending 
all activity throughout the country 
for a two minute period at precise- 
ly 11 a.m. on November [1, 1919. 

That first observance of world 


peace in 1919 also was marked by _ 


parades, 
speeches. 

In 1920, pragident Woodrow 
Wilson added a religious element 
when he designated the Sunday 
nearest Armistice Day for church 
services for international peace to 
be held. 

In 1921, Congress established 


public inecunety and 


the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier 
at Arlington National Cemetery, - 


and the third Armistice Day on 


November !1, 1921 was set for the 
entombment ceremony. Congress 
in 1921 also established Armistice 
Day as a federal holiday. 

* * * 

UNFORTUNATELY, “The War 
to End All Wars” did not end all 
wars. World War I] produced even 
more military deaths and great 
heroism, along with huge numbers 
of new veterans who had served 
their country. 

In 1954, Congress changed the 
name of Armistice Day to Veterans 
Day, to recognize veterans of both 
World War | and II in our national 
remembrance. 

But World War II did not end all 
wars, either, and America has con- 
tinued to send its young men and 
young women into battle in 
numerous foreign lands. Whether 
these military actions are designat- 
ed officially as “wars” is beside the 
point; heroic young men and 
women continue to serve their 
country, and far too many are 
killed in battle. 

The interim between American 
military actions, seems to be 
shrinking. American troops have 


. been sent to foreign hot spots 


somewhere in the world almost 
constantly. 

Sadly the significance of a spe- 
cial day to recognize the sacrifices 


and heroism of American service 


men and women grows each year. 
* * * 


IT WASN’T SUPPOSED to be 


this way, and the prospects for 
lasting and universal peace 
throughout the world are not near- 
ly as bright today as they may have 
seemed in 1918, when President 
Wilson proclaimed the first 
Armistice Day with these words: 
“To us in America,. the reflec- 
tions of Armistice Day will be 
filled with solemn pride in the 
heroism of those who died in the 
country’s service and with grati- 
tude for the victory, both because 
of the thing from which it has 
freed us and because of the oppor- 
tunity it has given America to 
show her sympathy with peace and 


justice in the councils of the’ 


nations.” 

In both World Wars I and HU, Mr. 
Wilson’s idea of victory was defin- 
able; in subsequent wars — Korea, 
Vietnam, Iraq, and Afghanistan ~ 
defining victory has been much 
more problematic. So has what 
Mr, Wilson called “the thing from 
which it has freed us” ” 


The world is not as simple as it» 


was in Woodrow Wilson’s days, 
nor is warfare. America’s world 
role is different and more chal- 
lenging. ; . 


But we still have wars, and we 
still have veterans to honor on 
Veterans Day — and on every other 
day as long as we can remain free 
and unshackled people because of 
them and their service to our coun- 
try. 

I would add this humble vision: 

Let us hope and pray that the 
numbers of new American service 
veterans in the future will diminish 


rather than increase, and that our 


national day to honor those who 
have served their country by bear- 
ing military arms will cease grow- 
ing in significance, 

Only lasting international peace, 
based on human dignity and equal 
justice, will fulfill such a vision. 
That should be America’s consis- 
tent goal.

J 
accepted thinking that this 
would be an opportunity for 
me and Forest Dunes to con- 
tribute to the community and 
bring some needed exposure 
for my club. To my surprise 
at my first ever meeting | 
was nominated and voted in 
as. the Vice-chair. I thought 
fine, being the vice chair is 
an opportunity to watch and 
learn without being really 
responsible for anything. 
Boy was | in for a surprise! 
The following July, I was 
thrust into the chair position 
because of the resignation of 
the then Chair. The next 
week the Executive Director 
resigned. 

Before I knew it there 
were five of us left on the 
board. Everyone else’ fell 
away, 


This five-person board - 


met weekly for many 
months trying to figure out 
everything from how to 
answer the phones to how to 
keep the doors of the chain- 
ber open. You see, we were 
all new appointees to the 
board within the past year. 
To say the least, the past 
year has been challenging. 
Keeping the chamber open 
for business was our goal. 
The doors are still open. The 
community owes a debt of 
gratitude to Lucy McCraven, 
Samantha Schnoor, Miranda 
Bailey and Luke Petrosky. 
These folks were the 
Chamber for many months. 
Without their tireless effort 
and dedication of time, 
Grayling would not have a 
Chamber of Commerce. 

My term as Chairman of 
the Chamber Board expired 
in October. I elected not to 
run for another (erm. [ have 
only been a resident in the 
area for two and 1/2 years 
and my home and business 


are not located in Grayling. 
Our clients come from 
around the country. Grayling 
and its chamber deserve a 
chair that lives and does 
business in Grayling, knows 
the community and is 
immersed in its culture. The 
chamber has that person at 
the helm now, Samantha 
Schnoor. Sam showed her 
metal during the tough times 
we had keeping the chamber 
open for the past year and 
will do an excellent job for 
the community. I am excited 
to still be a part of the 
Grayling Regional Chamber 
of Commerce now and 
going forward. The past 18 
months have been a real 
learning experience for me. I 
plan to continue to sit on the 
Board for the next two years 
of my term. 

Now it is time to look for- 
ward. We need to tell the 
community (shout it if nec- 
essary) what the chamber 
does, now and what it is 
capable of doing in the 
future, The community 
needs to know the answers 
to the following two ques- 
tions. They are the questions 
we hear most often as a 
Board. 1) What is it that the 
Chamber does for’ the com- 
munity? and 2) What is it 
that the Chamber wants to 
do? 

Question one seems pretty 
straight forward to me. After 
secing the Chamber inti- 
nately, I see we do four 
things, and we do them well 

1) We provide referrals for 
our member businesses and 
community — events; a, 
Through the Web site, b. 
phone referrals, c. and 
office visits primarily. 

2) We pul on events; a. 
Men Who Cook, 6b. Craft 
Show, c. assist with the Car 
Show, d. HUP race, e. Kids 
Day, f, Summer Music serics 
and g. golf tournament. 

3) We provide community 
information to potential new 
residents and businesses. 

4) We provide a 


Community Calendar for all 
in the community to use. 

If we do no more than the 
four things listed, the cham- 
ber ts an important asset to 
the community. This cham- 
ber is in a position to brag 
about the positive things it 
does. The chamber brings 
value to the community and 
to its members. It is my 
opinion that because of what 
the chamber does (listed 
above); it is worth having in 


‘the community. It is time we 


stopped making excuses for 
what the chamber does not 
do and tell the story about 
what it does. All of the 
things the chamber does can 
continue to be successful 
with a chamber that runs 
lean with one full time 
employee, an office manag- 
er/membership director (call 
it what you like). It would be 
great to have one more part 


time employee (or volun- 


teer), someone to man the 
phone 20 hours per week 
while the Chamber Manager 
visits members, attends 
meetings, ctc.). 

Now, the answer to ques- 


tion two is more complicat-  . 


ed. It is my opinion that this 
Chamber needs to dream 
about doing more; like hav- 
ing an Executive Director, 
but not so that it distracts 
from doing the four things it 
already does. Grayling 
should be doing a Business- 
After-Hours series, a spot- 
light a member monthly, an 
annual membership directo- 
ry, and have an _ active 
Ambassadors Club, None of 
these require us to make any 
changes to the current oper- 
ating model other than get- 
ting the community to sup- 
port the chamber. 

I am not convinced that 
the community and. the 
chamber are ready to sup- 
port more than the four 


things the Chamber already - 


does. I do know the commu- 


nity needs the chamber to do — 


the four things we already 
do and to do them well,

A total of 1,320 HIN! 
virus doses have been pro- 
vided to Crawford County, 
while 20,500 doses have 
been delivered to District 
Health Department #10. 

Although delivery of 
doses is coming slowly, 
Wilson said health officials 
should have an ample sup- 
ply to treat the general pub- 
lic near the end of the 
month, 

Clinics are being held at 
local District Health 
Department #10 offices, 
but vaccinations are only 
given by appointment, as 
the supply is limited. 


“That's 
changes day to day and we 
don't know how many vac- 
cinations we have until they 
arrive,” Wilson said. 

There is increasing 
Centers for Disease Control 
evidence that HIN1 flu tar- 
gets the young. Between 
September 1 and October 
10, 2009, 53 percent of 
recently hospitalized 
patients for HIN1 flu, and 
close to a quarter of those 


who died (23.6 percent), 


were younger than age 25. 
This age distribution is dra- 
matically different from 
what is seen with seasonal 
flu, where 60 percent of 
hospitalizations are for 
people over age 65 and 90 
percent of deaths occur in 
the elderly. As of October 
27, 114 U.S. children and 
teenagers have died of 
HINI flu since the strain 
emerged last April. In the 
past three years, pediatric 
deaths from seasonal flu 
have ranged from 46 to 88. 

Health officials said that 
still leaves a significant 
number of previously 
healthy people who have 
become ill, deteriorated 
suddenly and died. And as 
the pandemic progresses, 
there will almost certainly 
be more deaths.

Additional 
Centers for Disease Control 
statistics show that a sur- 
prising 46 percent of adults 
hospitalized with HIN1 flu 
were previously healthy 
and had no known chronic 
illness. Also notable is that 
6 percent of adult deaths 
(28 of 484) were pregnant 
women. Pregnant women 
normally make up about 
one percent of the U.S. 
population. Kailing said the 
key point is that this dis- 
ease can be serious in 
apparently totally healthy 
people, causing unexpected 
death. 

“There is no doubt that 
vaccination is a personal 
choice, but it should be an 
informed one,” Kailing 
said, “If you choose vacci- 
nation, you might save 
yourself a lot of misery. But 
on a much larger scale, you 
could be helping to ease the 
burden of illness on schools 
and health care providers. 
You might even save some- 
one else's life.”
